Without constant inspection 
and attention, our equipment 
shows up every once in a 
while with a serious defect.

Make shift articles are es¬ 
sential at times like this, and 
it is hoped that no serious 
strain is imposed upon the “re¬ 
pair.” 

Quite a group of interested 
fire fighters came out for the 
extra drill last Friday. A site 
at the city plant was picked 
out to test and use the equip¬ 
ment. The members who have 
had much drill in the past 
willingly assisted the newer 
men in getting acquainted with 
the work. Such youngsters as 
Freddie Richter and John Good- 
11 watched and asked ques¬ 
tions, showing their great in¬ 
terest. 

They realize that they may 
be called to drive the truck, lay 
the hose, connect to the fire 
hydrant, connect to the wye, 
handle the nozzle, connect the 
pumps to the fourway valve, 
know the guages, know the 
pressure desired, use the hose 
clamps, raise a ladder, climb 
a ladder with a load of hose 
over the shoulder, play the 
water where it will hit the 
base of the fire and a few 
other hundred and one little 
matters th go with firefight¬ 
ing. 

Out of all this, there is a lot 
of fun and good fellowship, 
only because there are a lot of 
good men who have joined to¬ 
gether. 

“Pappy” Thomas was there 
as well as son, Bob. Back from 
the cold of the north, Eber 
Thomas found it quite funny to 
hear the local guys complain 
of the chill of the evening. 
Mercer Duff cleared that up in 
short order though. 

Ed Decker, at the wheel of 
“Old Snort” displayed his abil¬ 
ity as a mechanic. The old 
truck ran like a kitten—one 
that snored, that is. Each cyl¬ 
inder was working to perfec¬ 
tion and a remark that it never 
sounded better was as true as 
that. 

Joe Grippi and Bob Vander- 
pool took care of the nozzles 
for the evening and sprayed 
water away from the boys— 

when they could . Captain 

Brown was there and readily 
explained intricacies of the 
work to the young and not 
to young. 

A small box of magnesium 
shavings was brought for ex¬ 
periment and the danger of 
this material was well estab¬ 
lished before the end of the 

drill. A melting hot fire results 
from this metal and must be 
handled with the greatest of 
care. Water, if not used prop¬ 
erly, only aggravates and sends 
forth a dangerous off shoot. 
Some magnesium is used in 
Sierra Madre, but not as much 
as in the larger factory areas. 

Following the drill, a few of 
those who drilled, remained at 
the station. Living up to the 
promise of getting home early, 
the quarters were emptied long 
before midnight. 

Someone suggested that the 
wives appear on the “off Fri¬ 
day” evenings. That wouldn’t 
be a bad idea. They could at 
least have the coffee ready. Or 
maybe they would sweep out 
???? (Joke.) 

In prepa ration' for what 
might happen, the fire fight¬ 
ers have taken the situation 
serious enough to be willing to 
do extra duty. We ask that 
residents be more careful than 
ever from now on. Ordinary 
fires are bad enough. Let’s 
keep them down by not per¬ 
mitting them to get started. 

A good way to prevent fire 
is to practice a little thought 
of the results. 

FIRE will start and if it gets 
a good start, well there’s just 
no use explaining. Everyone 
should know. Let’s keep the

Tradition, ideals, and history 
of the American Red Cross 
were outlined for Sierra Madre 
and Arcadia Kiwanians Tues¬ 
day noon. 

Addressing the inter-club 
luncheon was Dr. Louis F. 
Hackemann, assistant person¬ 
nel service administrator for 
the ARC. 

Dr. Hackemann traced the 
beginnings of the Red Cross 
movement, both internationally 
and in the United States, and 
pointed out that for more than 
three-quarters of a century the 
organiza t i o n has symbolized 
humanitarian relief during 
peace and war. 

“The ARC today faces two 
great responsib ilities,” the 
speaker said. “It must help 
with building of the greatest 
armed forces in history, and 
it must help with the nation’s 
civilian defense program which 
could minimize loss of life and 
property in case of war.” 

Dr. Haskemann pointed out 
that this program, so closely 
allied to the government, re¬ 
ceives no financial support 
from the government. 

“Instead, programs of the 
Red Cross must be carried out 
entirely through the goodwill 
and financial aid of citizens,” 
he said.

be consolidated with Arcadia, 
Azusa, Glendora, Monrovia, and 
an unincorporated area near 
Temple City. One judge would 
serve a total 87,000 residents. 

(If Sierra Madre went in with 
Pasadena .three judges would 
serve appro ximately 175,000 
residents—or about 58,000 per 
judge.) 

Mr. Eaton stated it would be 
"a tragedy” if Sierra Madre 
joined Pasadena. 

“We would lose our identity 
completely,” he said. 

“By going in with the pro¬ 
posed Santa Anita municipal 
district, Sierra Madreans would 
be judged by someone familiar 
with small town ordinances 
and problems,” Mr. Eaton 
pointed out. “In Pasadena, big 
city judges would be attempt¬ 
ing to rule on small town 
problems. 

“It would be a mistake to go 
into Pasadena because we 
would be subjecting people to 
trial out of their own baliw'ick.” 

He denied that tr ansportation 
is much easier to Pasadena 
than to Monrovia. 

Previously, City Judge John 
C. Mead had said residents 
here would be better served if 
the city was joined in the 
Pasadena district. The cham¬ 
ber Board of Directors also had 
unanimously adopted a resolu¬ 
tion urging Sierra Madre’s in¬ 
clusion in the expanded Pasa¬ 
dena district. 

The County Board has sched¬ 
uled a hearing on the matter 
for Wednesday, March 7.

becoming more than the night¬ 
mares they are now. 

"I refuse to believe,” Mr. 
Porter wrote, “that Sierra Ma¬ 
dreans lag behind other Ameri¬ 
cans in their recognition of 
what the real issues are. All 
over this country people are 
asking questions about our for¬ 
eign policy. Sixth-six per cent, 
according to Dr. Gallup, be¬ 
lieve we should get out of 
Korea ...” 

Mr. Porter listed several is¬ 
sues and questions “the Ameri¬ 
can people are talking about.” 

”... To find the right ans¬ 
wers is to find the road to 
peace, and on that road there 
is no need for bomb shelters, 
stretcher-bearers, or childrens’ 
A-bomb drills . . . ”he declared. 

Councilman Alexander Black 
moved that the letter be taken 
under advisement, but his mo¬ 
tion died for want of a second. 

“The writer of the letter 
missed the point of the meet¬ 
ing,” Councilman Noren Eat¬ 
on said. “No one said we are 
preparing for war. 

“We are preparing ourselves 
for any possible disaster— 
whether it be flood, pestilence, 
earthquake, or anything else.” 

Mr. Eaton said a discussion 
of the nature proposed by Mr. 
Porter “is entirely out of the 
province of a public body.” He 
moved that the letter be filed, 
with acknowledgement of its 
receipt. The motion carried . 


Friendship 
Club to Hear 
E. Voorhees 


Edward Lloyd Voorhees will 
speak on "The Island of Capri” 
at the Monday, March 5, open 
meeting of the Sierra Madre 
Friendship Club. The monthly 
meeting begins at 2:30 at the 
Parkhouse. 

A veteran of six visits to Eu¬ 
rope, each ranging from three 
to six months in length, Mr. 
Voorhees is eminently quali¬ 
fied to describe the historic 
little island of Capri in the 
Bay of Naples, which he says 
is “a perennial gathering place 
for authentic artists, vacation¬ 
ists, titled personages, and rich 
loafers from all over the world.” 

For two years, from 1945 to 
1947, the speaker wrote a 
weekly column in the NEWS 
entitled “Around and About” in 
which he related his experien¬ 
ces and observations in the 
British Isles, France, Norway, 
and Italy—as well as Capri. 

A native of New Jersey, Mr. 
Voorhees has been a resident 
successively of Minnesota, New 
York, and now of Sierra Madre 
where he resides at 58 W. Mira- 
monte. 

He is a graduate of Ham¬ 
line, Boston, and Princeton uni¬ 
versities, and for 20 years was 
a member of the faculty of lit¬ 
erature, speech, and dramatic 
production in English at Bard 
College (from 1928 to 1944 a 
unit of Columbia University), 
at Annandale-on-IIudson, N. Y. 

At present, Mr. Voorhees is 
writing the biography of Henry 
William Herbert, otherwise 
known as “Frank Forester.” 

After the talk, a brief ques- 
tion-and-answer period will 
close the meeting. All residents 
and friends are invited to at¬ 
tend.
